“Frank £okaski stand up,” said His 
Lordship Chief Justice Sifton, when 
the Supreme court opened this mora- 
ing.

“Frank Pokaski,” said his lordship, 
“you have shown yourssif to be «: 
no use to anyone and a menace to 
the community. Your course of con- 
duct has been such that you are tot 
safe to leave at large. ‘Lhe senten» of 
the court is that you be soafined in 
the penitentiary for a term of seven 
years.”’ 

The prisoner sank to his seat with 
his face buried in his hands 

“John Tranter stand ap,” war next 
the call of the court. 

0. M. mipear Pleaded the ettr: nity 
of the prisoner in that business 
troubles had driven him to a reckless 
life in which he could not look after 
his business affairs. His only fault 
was in thus rendering himself unfit 
0 pertorm his duty, 

is lordship felt that the circeum- 
étances which developed during the 
trial gave him great sympathy with 
the case. He criticized the firms for 
not giving the prisoner a release when 
the wished it. The regrettable feature 
was that the prisoner had gone wrong. 
The court was persuaded that the 
prisoner had squandered the money 
and did not wilfully withhold it from 
his creditors. The statute, however, 
was made to prevent cases of thie 
very kind. 

“The sentence of the court is that 
you ‘be sent to the barracks at Fort 
Saskatchewan for a period of three 
months,” said his lordship. 

The criminal assault case of Rex vs. 
Hawicke, fesponded to by W. A. D. 
Lees, and H. A. MacKie. Mr. MacKie 
applied for re-election on the part of 
the prisoner and the case was accord- 
ingly transferred to the next sitting 
of the district court at Innisfree, 

Manuel is Acquitted. 

The case of Rex vs. Manuel, was 
before the court this morning and clos- 
ed at 12 o’clock with a verdict of ‘not 
guilty,’”’ after the jurors hhad been out 
30 minutes. 

“Geo. M. Manuel you are dismissed 
from further attendance in the 
court,” came from the bench, 

‘Mr. Biggar entered a strong appeal 
for the prisoner in hie address to the 
jury. In effect he contended that Geo. 
M. Manuel did not sign the contract 
with the idea that he should live up 
to it and that he did not receive goods 
on terms that he should account for 
them. 

Mr. Cogswel) argued that the con- 
tract was signed and had been wilfully 
broken. 

His lordship charged the jury to 
five respect to the signed contract, 
put said that there were defects in 
it. 

“If you find that the accused and 
the agent stood in to deceive the head 
office in the carrying out of the con- 
tract, then you muét give your verdict

Yesterday Afternoon'’s Evidence. 

R. H. Smith, travelling agent for 
the Wm. Gray & Sonr, Ltd., took the 
witness box yesterday afternoon and 
recalled this dealings with the Georg: 
M, Manuel Company. At the re- 
quest of the Winnipeg he took stock 
of Manuel’s business on several occa- 
sions and tried to get a _ financial 
settlement, 

“I never at any time received either 
notes or money for goods bought un- 
der the new contract,” said Mr. 
Smith. ‘What money or notes | 
did receive was for goods under the 
old contract.” 

William J. Hall, office manager of 
the firm at Winnipeg, told the court 
of his knowledge of the contract that 
had been signed by the defendant and 
of his attempts to get him to carry it 
out.” 

Of a consignment of 84 cutters 
shipped to the defendant under the 
new contract the hooks showed that 
47 had been repossessed after the 
assignment and that 87 were um 
accounted for. The crown’s conten- 
tion is that these cutters had been 
sold and no returns had been made 
to the company for them. The value 
of the cutters was set at $1,643. 

“1 never contemplated dealing with 
Manuel in any other way than in 
accordance with the contract,”’ con- 
tended the witness. ‘From the iime 
when the contract was made, in July, 
1907, up to the time when the assign- 
ment was made, the whole office pro- 
cedure, as far as the defendant was 
concerned, was an effort to get him to 
live up to the contract,” 

Mr. Biggar put the witness through 
a rigid examination in the endeavor 
to show that the accounting was ir- 
regular and that the method of con- 
ducting the Manuel account had not 
materially changed after the time of 
the signing of the contract. 

“Hand me the books and I'll en- 
lighten you,” was a frequent remark 
ot the witness, which the disinterest- 
ed took as an indication that he knew 
his books pretty well, and that he 
had nothing to conceal. 

There Would tHave Been Trouble. 

“As a matter of fact,”’ said defen- 
dant’s counsel, “you did not take 
much trouble to see whether the notes 


were paid as the contract called for.” 

“Trouble,” said the witness.  “ 
did all I could from the Winnipeg end 
of the line. I know that if I had 
come to Edmonton there would have 
been trouble, 

Mr. Biggar, who went into the mat- 
ter of the contract itself, asked the 
witness if the contract produced in 
court was the same as the one that 
left the office in Winnipeg. 

“No, sir; it is not,” was the reply. 

“Another contract was drawn up 
that you didn’t know about at the 
time?” 

“Yes, there was.” 

“Was it the kind of contract you 
would have had drawn up?” 

“No, sir; I would have had it a 
little more complete.” 

“What has become of the 
contract that left your hands?”

Upwards of seven hundred people 
were present in the magnificent new 
‘yuilding of the Calgary Normal school 
last night on the occasion of its open- 
ing by Premier Rutherford, minister 
of education. Principal Bryan, who 
occupied the chair, called upon Hon. 
W. H. Cushing, minister of public 
works . Mr. Cushing referred briefly 
to the main object of all true educa- 
tional institutions, that is. the de- 
velopment of character. 

Premier Rutherford then addressed 
the audience and delivered a splendid 
speech dealing with the past educa- 
tional conditions in Alberta, the pres- 
ent and the future.

GERMANY SHALL 
HAVE NO APOLOGY 


Every Party in France is United to 
Resist Germany’s Attempt to 
Use France. 


Paris, Nov. 7.—Extremes are meet- 
ing, politically speaking, in Paris, 
where from left to right the entire 


Chamber of Deputies is solidly with 
the government for the first time in 
many years. This cementing of 
strength comes from a determination 
that Germany shall have no apology 
in the Casa Blanca’ incident, that 
France will not express regret and 
that the country will not budge from 
this position whatever happens. 

“If William wants war iet him have 
ie,” exclaims Arthur Meyer, editor of 
Gaulois ,from one end of political 
arena, while from the other end come 
the voices of the Socialist leaders, de- 
claring for ‘France before all else.” 

The Parties United. 

Late last night there were no longer 
any different political parties. For 
the moment the entire country was for 
ihe ministry and its stand against, 
what every Frenchmen considers is # 
return of the “Brutat power’ to ‘ts 
old Bismarckian trick of taking the 
Reichstag’s attention off a domestic 
crisis by “shaking the sabre” and 
“making a theatrical appeal to false 
patriotism.” 

Today the situation seems less 
grave. It now appears that Germany 
meant to imply that it would apolo- 
gize also. The foreign office has con- 
ceded that some understanding will 
probably be patched up to permit 
France to come to terms with Ger- 
many. At any rate, though France's 
powder is quite dry and the Eastern 
frontier in better shape than for many 
years past to snstayn an attack, is not 
now believed, in spite of newspaper 
war talk, that the affair will much 
longer occupy public attention. 

Shows Kaiser's III Will. 

France believes that the whole mat- 
ter is a proof of the ill will and ma- 
lice of the Kaiser, as well as of at- 
tempt on his part, in collusion with 
Prince Von Buelow, to draw parlia- 
mentary attention away from his most 
recent blunder. 

“When Europe is distracted by +o 
many really serious matters,” to- 
night’s Temps will remark, “who can 
believe the Kaiser is serious wher he 
raises a tremendous row over a matter 
relatively so small. Is there nothing 
more serious to occupy the Imperial 
attention. We think so, and nearer 
home than Morocco Once again an 
attempt been made to use us for the 
private ends of Germany and once 
again it has failed.” 


IMPROVEMENT TOO EXPENSIVE. 


Grand Trunk Has No Intention of 
Installing Block System. 


Montreal, November 6.—An_ official 
denial was given this afternoon at 
the headquarters of the Grand Trank 
to the reports which have been cir- 
culated all over the country that the 
road was going to install the block 
system along its line between Mont- 
real and Chicago. It was stated that 
while the Grand Trunk had this in 
view as a possible future development 
there was no intention of making so 
expensive an improvement at any 
time in the immediate future, ; 

To install a block system over this 
route would mean an initial expendi- 
ture of $1,135,000 and the permanent 
employment of about 150 more men. 
It was stated that with decreased 
earnings and a general necessity for 
retrenchment there was not the slight- 
est intention to put in any such ex- 
pensive system. At present the 
Grand Trunk runs on the station to 
station block system, which is worked 
by station agents aad employees at a 
comparatively trivial expense and 
with a double track this is found to 
work satisfactorily. 


No World Cruise Contemplated. 


London, Noy. 5.—Sir Inigro Thomas, 
permanent secretary of the admiralty, 
informed a correspondent today that 
no world cruise of any British fleet 
or squadron is contemplated, The 
Admiralty now has nothing like - a 
flag-showing squadron anywhere @x- 
cept Sir Perey Scott’s special service 
which is

Capetown, in pursuance of a long- 
standing promise to South African 
colonial governments. The idea of 
sending a British fleet on a tour 
around the world apparently never 


advanced beyond the stage of mere 
suggestion Alfred Deakin, prime 
minister of Australia, hinted at the 
advisability of such manoeuvre after 
the departure of the American fleet 
for Australia, but the idea has not 
met with official favor.

PROSPERITY WILL RETURN. 


President of Equitable Assurance 
Society Looks tor Gradual Revival.

Chicago, Noveinber 5.—Paul 
ton, president of the Equitable As- 
surance Society, former secretary of 
the navy, today confidently predicted 
increased prosperity for the country 
as a result of the election, in an _in- 
terview given out in Chicago. Mr. 
Morton said: “The election indicates 
Clearly that a large majority of the 
American people stand for the things 
Roosevelt stands ior. He is to be 
succeeded ably by Taft, who, in my 
opinion, will make one of the best 
and most conservative presidents the 
country has ever had. With the con- 
tinuation of good crops and a fair re- 
vision of the tariff, we ought to be on 
the highway to a greater prosperity 
than ever before, although I am not 
one of those who believes that it is 
coming in leaps and bounds. I hope 
that it will come gradually, so slow- 
ly in fact that we shall have no seri- 
ous setbacks.” 


PRESIDENT’S FAREWELL 
MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


Roosevelt Has Already Under Pre- 
paration His Retiring Message. 
Will Leave Tariff Revision To 
Taft—Likely to Forecaste Legis- 
lation, Which Will Keep New Ad- 
ministration Busy. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—President 
Roosevelt has already completed the 
outline of his message to congress. 
Much of the material for it has been 


gathered together, many features be- 


ing roughly drafted. The task of 
working it over into final shape and 
of determining just what shall and 


what shall not be included in the doc- 
ument, is still to be taken up. It can 
be stated that the president will send 
what can be recognized as a ‘“Char- 
acteristic” message. 

In a short farewell the 
president may be expected to cut out 
a large task for the new administra- 
tion, which will assure that there will 
be plenty doing for some time to 
come, The tariff question has been 
relegated to the new congress and new 
president. Taft will have the writing 
of the tariff message and it will be 
his first communication to the legis- 
lative branch of the government. He 
is going to work on it at Ashville 
during the winter, in order to have 
it ready before. the inauguration. 
With the tariff'taken care of, Roose- 
velt will present the case of those 
various reform measures he has been 
pressing in the past. 

Amendment to Anti-Trust Act. 

The list include a practical 
and effective amendment of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust act with a view to 
establishing some such government 
supervision of ‘the great indastrial 
corporations as the interstate com- 
merece commission maintains ever 
railroads, a liberal appropriation for 
continuing the enforcement of uniform 
railroad rates according to the pro- 
visions of the Hepburn act; the pas- 
sage of a government employes’ lia- 
bility act; increase of the naval estab- 
lishment by the construction of two 
more battleships at lea&t, and probab- 
ly the renewal of the request for four; 
provision for the establishment of for- 
est reserves in the Appalachian — re- 
gion; the inauguration of an effective 
Federal control over the water powers 
of the country with a view to pre- 
venting their monopolization by  pri- 
vate interests; internal waterways 
improvement and development, and 
campaign fund publicity. 

Whether the president will take up 
the income and inheritance taxes and 
the making of a valuation of the rail- 
roads is not yet decided.

SCHEDULE FOR 
STREET CARS 


Arrangements Which Have Been 


Made For Regular Operation 
Next Week. 


Within the course of a few days the 
Edmonton radial railway will be in 
complete operation, both in this c‘ty 
and with Strathcona. Four cars are 
now almost ready for regular service 
and the other three are en route here 
this side of Winnipeg. With the new 
power plant in operation next week 
there will be an abundance of power 
and all that is now required is the 
formal permission of the railway com- 
mission for the crossing over the Sas- 
an masa bridge. 

Time Table Drawn Up. 

The time table fcr operation has 
been drawn up by Superintendent Tay- 
tor and is given below. It provides 
for the starting of the cars at 6 a.m. 
and discontinuance at 12 p.m. 


There will for the present be two 
routes of travel. One will be from 
Alberta avenue in the north of the 


city down Kirkness street to Norwood 
boulevard, then down Syndicate to 
Sutherland, alohg Sutherland to Na- 
mayo, along Namayo to Jasper and 
along Jasper to Twenty-first street. 
From Alberta avenue to Twenty-first 
street and back will occupy an hour 
and as four cers will be put on this 
route there will thus be a fifteen min- 
ute service over this line. 
The Interurban Service. 

The second or interurban route will 
be from the corner of Ninth and Jas- 
per by way of Saskatchewan avenue 
and Ross flate to the C. P. R. sta- 
tion at Strathcona. This trip will also 
take an hour and as two cars will run 
this will afford a half hour service. 
The seventh car will run in Strath- 
cona alone between the west end of 
the city and MecClaggen’s corner, on 
the fastest schedule that can be made. 

It is impossible to operate a car 
regularly on First street at present 
but when a third car is put on the 
Edmonton-Strathcona route it is prob- 
wble that each of the three will be 
run from station to station, giving a 
better than half-hour service. 

Beginning on Monday two cars will 
be operated in Edmonton alone, giv- 
ing a half-hour service, unless per- 
mission is received before that time 
to cross the bridge. If this permis- 
sion comes to hand the two care. will 
be operated etween Edmonton and 
Strathcona instead. 

Under present arrangements the last 
car at night jor Strathcona will Jeave 
at 11.30, but a car will be ‘held at the 
Cc. P. BR. station to meet all trains 
at night. There are other details of 
operation to be worked out by experi-

BRITISH GUNSEMORE 
POWERFUL AND DEADLY 


U. S. Navy Department Confronted 
by Serious Problem as Resu!t of 
New 50 Calibre, 12 Inch Guns 
Which Are Being Constructed by 
Great Britain. 


Washington, Nov. 7—The U. 8. 
navy department is confronted with a 
provlem as the result of a discovery, 
through secret government sources, of 
information that Great Britain is con- 
structing for ite new battleships 12 
inch guns of 50 calibre that are more 
powerful and deadly than any Am- 
erican twelve inch gun afloat or under 
construction. This information was 
disclosed tonight to the publie for 
the firat time, along with other vitally 
important actions taken by the recent 
conference of naval experts at New- 
port under the special direction of 
President Roosevelt. The conference,

which was composed of sixty distin- 
guished American authorities,was con- 
vened to investigate the charges of 
Reuterdahl, Keyes and Sims that some 
of the most medern American battle- 
ships, notably,the Delaware and North 
Dakota, were hopelessly defective

MUST ABDICATE 
GERMAN THRONE 


Maxmillian Harden Makes Bold 
Denunciation of Emperor Wil- 
liam and His Interview. 


Berlin, Nov, 7—-Maximillian Harden, 
in an article published in Die Guekemft 
yesterday demands that Emperor Wil- 
liam either cease stringing up internal 
controversies or abdicate the German 
throne. Harden, speaking last night on 
the political situation to a large crowd, 
again called upon Emperor William to 
abdicate, saying his grandfather had 
thought of doing so on less critical occa- 
sions for which he was responsible, 

The latest denunciation of the Father- 
land's ruler comes as the result of the 
recent interview between the Kaiser and 
an English retired statesman in which 
there was attributed to the Kaiser many 
statements of sentiment, which is resent. 
el beth by Germany and the other Bu- 
repean powers, Added to this is the 
Cusablanca incident which the Opposi- 
tion alleges the Kaiser has stirred up be 
cause of the troubles at home. 

Harden's statement yesterday were tho 
boldest wordy ever spoken in Germany 
against the Kaiser, It is the culmination 
of @ growing agitation against the abso- 
lutism: of the Emperor. As a proof that 
Harden reflects the general sentiment his 
attack is being widely quoted by papers 
all over the Empire and jof course, that 
would not have been dared were people 
not wholly in sympathy with the denun- 


ee mace against the Emperor.

of several members of the Chamber «oi 
Deputies by their own wives that a 
bill was introduced in the ehamber 
Seturday,for the purpose of abolish- 
ing article 213 of the civil code, whieh 
provided that “the husband must pro- 
feet the wife and the wife must ob-y 
the husband.” ‘ 

The promoters of the bill assert that 
this article is a relie of barbarism, 
con-tituting an insult to women, and 
having no meaning in these days of 
the equality of the sexes. It is not the 
fitet_ time a bill of the same intent has 
been introduced in the French Parlia- 
ment. A similar attempt was made 
unsuccessfully in 1848, but tnis time, 
iv is declared, the chamber no doubt 
will have the code so modified that 
“women can look one another in the 
face without being ashamed of their 
place in society.” 

At a meeting of the originators of 
the bill, Paul Hervieu, the playwright, 
had the temerify to suggest that the 
word “love be added to the clause 
“married couples owe each other mu- 
tual fidelity, suceor and assistance. ’ 
but Camille Pelletan, himself a reeeit- 
ly married man, laughed that to seorn 
while others tittered at what they call- 
ed a “ridiculous suggestion.”

DISCOVER LOST BARONET. 
Sir Arthur Curtis Living Alone

Vancouver, Bo C. Nov. 6.—Word has 
been received here to the effect that 
Sir Arthur Curtis, who disappeared in 
June, 1898, and since has been con- 
sidered as dead, has been discovered 
by fur trappers in a remote district 
of British Columbia, near the Klon- 
dyke region. The trappers state that

PROBLEM OF THE UNEMPLOYED 


David Lloyd-George, Charcellor of the Excheouer, on the Problems of Poverty and Employment—The State 
Must do Something—A Speech Palpitating With Humanitarian Sen:iment, Which Created a Sensation in 
Greet Britain—It is the Speech of a Statesman Who Has Himself Risen From the Ranks in Which 


There is Now the Greatest Distress.

Starvation is 
a punishinent that society has ceased 
to inflict for centuries on its worst 
criminals, and at ita most barbarous 
Stuge humanity never starved the 
children of the criminal (Hear, 
hear.) But what happens today in 
the working of the great economic 
machine? A workman breaks down 
in his prime and permgnently loses 
his power of earning a livelihood. He 
has done his best to contribute to the 
common ‘stock, and he van do no 
more. Why should he be allowed te 
starve and his children wear of 
hunger in the land of super-abundant 
plenty? (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 
A workman dies, having done bis 
duty as faithfully to his country as 
the soldier who falls on the stricken 
field He has contributed the whole 
of his strength and skill towards 
building up its ight and riches. 
Has the country "ho obligation to 
sue that those left behind receive their 
daily bread? (Applause. Here is 
the richest oountry in the world. 
What a shabby country it must be 
that it does not see that the widows 
and orphans of those whe have served 
it faithfully are not) suffering from 
want, (Applause.

I do not think 
the better-off classes, whose comfort 
is assured, realize the sufferings ot 


the unemployed workmen, What is 
poverty? Have you felt it your 


selves? If not, you ought to thank 
God for having been spared from its 
sufferings and its temptations. Have 
you ever seen others enduring it? 
Then pray God to forgive you if you 
have not done your best to alleviate 
Jit. By poverty 1 mean real poverty, 


of that element fact that not cutting down of yout establish- 


ment, not the limitation of your luxu- 
ries, I mean the poverty of — the 
man who does not know how long he 
can keep a roof over his head, and 
where he will turn to find a meal 
for the pinched and hungry little 
children who look to him for sustena- 
ance and protection, That is what 
unemployment means. I have had 
some excruciating letters piled upon 
me, more especially during the last 
year or two, from people w hose cases 
i have investigated—honest workmen 
thrown out of work, tramping the 
streets and from town to town, from 
one workshop to another, begging for 
work as they would for charity, and 
at the end of the day trudging home 
tired, disheartened and empty-hand- 
ed; to be greeted by faces, and some 
of them little faces, haggard and 
pinched with starvation and anxiety. 
the day will come, and that day is 
not distant, when this country will 
shudder at its toleration of that state 
of things when it) was rolling ~in 
wealth, (Applause,) I say again rhat. 
apart from its inhumanity and its 
essential injustice, it is robbery, it is 
confiscation of what is the workman's 
shate, of what is the totler’s share of 
the riches of this land, (Loud ap- 
plause.) During years of prosperity 
the workman has helped to create 
these enormous resources of wealth 
which have accumulated in the coun- 
try since the last period of depres- 
sion Hundreds of millions are add- 
ed to the national wealth during each 
cycle of plenty. Surely a few of 
thoee millions might be spared to 
preserve from hunger and worse—the 
tortured anxiety of the workman who 
has helped to make that great wealth 
(Hear, hear.) 
“Driving Capital Away.” 

1 have heard some foolish mutter- 
ings that-much recognition of this 
fact in legislation may drive capital 
away. There is nothing capital needs 
fear as much as the despair of the 
multitude, (Applause.) And 1 should 
like to know where it will flee, for 
judging by the unmistakable symp- 
toms of the times there will soon be 
no civilized land in the world where 
proper provision for the aged, the 
broken, and the unfortunate amongst 
those who toil will not be regarded as 
the first charge upon the wealth of 
the land. (Applause.) And may I 
.dd that there is_a good deal of non- 
seme talked about eapital You 
might imagine that a large number of 
people contributed labor either of 
brain or of musele or of both to the 
wealth of the country, and that an- 
other seetion, of people, contributed 
something which is known as capital, 
and that immediately those people ar 
offended they are liable at any mo- 
ment to shake the dust of this coun: 
try from off their feet and to carry 
their capital with them to other lands, 
where there would be no Socialists. 
and no agitation and no radical 
politicians. (Laughter,)
